Foreclosure Proceedings 


Large Tracts Of Land In Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan Are Involved 
Foreclosure proceedings involving 
first mortgage debentures in excess of 
$850,000 and second mortgage deben¬ 
tures of $713,000 on large tracts of 
land in Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
settled during the past eight years by 
Mennonites, have been taken in Sas¬ 
katchewan courts. By an order made 
recently arrears must be paid by Oc¬ 
tober 3, 1934, or foreclosure will be¬ 
come absolute.

The National Trust Com¬ 
pany has been named trustee for the 
first mortgage debenture holders. 

The decision of the court does not 
affect the position of the numerous 
settlers.

Calgary, Alberta.—“A world battle 
of the survival of the fittest in wheat 
growing would be ruinous to Cana¬ 
dian fanners, ’ said John I. McFar¬ 
land, general manager of the Co-Op¬ 
erative Wheat Producers’ Limited, 
central selling agency for the prairie 
pools, addressing the annual meeting 
of the Alberta wheat pool here. 

Such a contest, he said, would be 
between wheat growers in exporting 
countries and wheat growers in Eu¬ 
rope with the cards stacked against 
the exporters. 

“If there was a free and open field,” 
he added, “I would have no fear as - 
regards our farmers winning out in a 
fight with European farmers, but 
with so many trade barriers our 
farmers would certa’nly lose out.”

‘It will be economically fatal,” he 
said, “if Wfc^llow a desire for large 
bushelage to distract our attention 
from the more important aspects of 
regulating supply to the demand.”

The interesting talk given by Mr. 
Llewellyn at the Men's Brotherhood 
meeting on Monday evening, on dia¬ 
mond mining in South Africa, recalled 
the stirring days of the Boer war 
from 1899 to 1902, and the reflection 
that it was the mineral wealth be¬ 
neath the ground of the Orange Free 
State and the Transvaal which really 
led up to that war. The Boer farm¬ 
ers, under Oom Paul Kruger and Pre¬ 
sident Steyn, had little regard for that 
cast hidden treasure, which was cov¬ 
eted by outside mining interests, and 
it has oft been remarked that had 
there been no diamonds or gold in 
that country, it is highly improbable 
that such a war would have occurred. 
The Boers were content to farm their 
lands, and did not desire the invas¬ 
ion of mining capitalists, 1 But greed 
for wealth prevailed, and combined 
with Kruger’s harsh terms whereby 
the franchise was withheld from na¬ 
tionals of other countries, “Uitland- 
ers” as they were termed by the Af¬ 
rikanders, it resulted in the armed 
forces of Great Britain being pitted 
against those gallant defenders of 
their country in a struggle of three 
and a half years. Happily United 
South Africa was organized from the 
wreck of the republics of the Free 
State and the Transvaal, combined 
with Cape Colony, but many a bitter 
memory rem'ains among those men 
who fought under Joubert, DeWet, 
Botha and other prominent Boer gen¬ 
erals.

Prove Their Hardiness 

Fungus Spore* Survive Cold Eh 
Miles In Air 

First scientific results of U 
Commander T. G. W. Settle’s strato¬ 
sphere flight made public showed that 
the form of fungus spores or 
molds can survive 11 miles above 
earth where humans would die If un¬ 
protected. 

Spores of seven kinds of fungi, or 
tlnv plants, which Commander Settle 
carried to the stratosphere on the out¬ 
side of his balloon “Gondolo” lived 
through temperatures far below zero, 
rarifled air. low atmosplheric pressure 
and increased ultra-violet light to 
which they were subiected to on the 
trip, reported F. C. Meier, plant path¬ 
ologist of the department of agricul¬ 
ture. 

The spores germinated readily after 
their return. 

It was the first time In the history 
of sc'ence that living spores had been 
sent to such a height above the earth 
and brought back for scientific an¬ 
alysis. They were carried inside and 
outside cotton balls tied to the gon¬ 
dola of the balloon. 

The spores were those of common 
fungi that float about everywhere 
near the earth’s surface. Meier sought 
to learn how high in the air they 
might travel and live. The tests show, 
he said, that these spores, too small 
to be seen without a microscope, are 
among the hardiest forma of life In 
existence.
